The addition will be the prime 
topic at the October 7 special town 
meeting, Total project cost, ac- 
cording to architect Frank Crimp, 
is to be $2,243,000 or in the

James J. St, Germain, chaire- 
man of the building committee told 
the school board. Tuesday that as 
of that date, there were five gen- 
eral contractors who had obtained 
specifications in order to submit 
bids by the Sept, 19 deadline, He 
considered the total, ‘‘encour= 
aging,’® and added that sub bidders 
were also in the numbers which 
would appear favorable to the town, 

Two of the major, or- general, 
contractors were not immediately 
certain of whether they would sub= 
mit proposals or not at this time, 
the chairman said, 

The building will be 63,475 
square feet which will be added 
directly to the 26,000-plus square 
footage of the present building on 
Beacon St, 

The interior will be an open 
classroom type school, designed 
to accomodate the ungraded pro= 
gram being introduced into the sys= 
tem with the opening of the Ban= 
croft school later this year, 

Architect Crimp told the board

Hanging Out 


If you have visited the New 
England coast this summer, you 
must have noticed the cormorants 
hanging out their wings to dry, 

Cormorants are the large **black 
geese’’ that perch on buoys, sit 
on rocky islands, stand on the 
larger poles of fishweirs or among 
the larger dead limbs of island 
trees, ; 

Perhaps cormorants are the 
easiest coastal birds to identify, 
Certainly they can be recognized 
instantly when they are drying, for 
they stand spread-eagle - like the 
metal eagle that caps flagpoles, 

Many water birds spread their 
wings for a few seconds and shake 
them vigorously to flip water drops 
from the feathers, Ducks, for in- 
stance, flap their wings frequently, 
and often go through the fanning 
motion while still afloat onthe sur= 
face, But cormorants — stand 
motionless with their wings spread 
for many minutes, Sometimes one 
wonders whether an individualcor- 
morant really is a bird or if it 
might be a black ornament affixed 
to a buoy, 

The cormorants that spread 
their wings in New England in sum= 
mer are the double-crested cor= 
morant, The double-crested mi- 
grate southward in autumn and the 
great cormorants, now nesting in 
the sub-Arctic, move here in 
winter, 


Oddly, the spread-eagle stance 
is common to all cormorants, in= 
cluding the flightless cormorant 
of the Galapagos Islands whichare 
almost without wings, The flight- 
less cormorant spreads his rather 
ridiculous stubs of wings with the 
same dignity common to his large= 
winged cousins, 

Cormorants make a living catch- 
ing fish under water, Since most 
water birds - even those that 
spend less time under water than 
cormorants = are waterproof, 
ornithologists long have argued 
over the significance of the cor= 
morant’s patriotic stance, Some 
say that cormorants are poorly 
adapted to standing on firm objects 
and must spread their wings to 
maintain a balance, The theory 
does not explain why in a group of 
cormorants on a rocky ledge some 
spread their wings and others do 
not - since the balance problem 
must be shared by all, 

Seldom disputed is the fact that 
cormorants do become watere- 
soaked, However, it is a fact that 
fits rather poorly within the frame= 


work of evolutionary theory = sup=

an environment, and a bird with 
feathers like blotters ought not be 
chasing fish, 

Recently, Dr. A.M. Rijke of the 
University of Cape Town, South 
Africa, spent some time studying 
the microstructure of feathers 
from cormorants and comparing 
these feathers with those of mal- 
lard ducks, He found that the 
structure of ducks’ feathers tends 
to capture air and in effect hold 
a thin coating of air between 
feather fabric and the water, thus 
waterproofing the feather, In cor- 
morant feathers the size and 
structure of the barbs, which make 
up the feather surface, are ar- 
ranged differently than in duck 
feathers and fail to trap an en- 
velope of air, Thus, the cormorant 
feather becomes wet.

The Year Of The Raccoon 


If you live anywhere -except in 
the heart of a city, you probably 
know that this has been an ex= 
ceptionally productive summer for 
raccoons, 

Since I neither grow a garden 
nor am I too fastidious about what 
happens around the garbage pail, 
I find this population explosion 
interesting, 

There had been hints in early 
summer that something unusual 
was afoot among raccoons, A fe= 
male raccoon ~or I supposed it was 
a female from its smaller size - 
frequently appeared at the garbage 
can before dark, She showed 
considerable urgency about gath- 
ering food, 

As often as I tried, I never 
succeeded in learning how she re= 
moved the lid from the container, 

The garbage can was kept upright 
- most of the time, at least - by 
an iron pipe driven into the ground, 
Since it is a twenty-gallon can of 
considerable diameter, the only 
apparent means by whichan animal 
the size of a racoon could remove 
the lid would be by standing on the 
lid and lifting it by the handle, But, 
this involved the old proposition of 
lifting oneself by one’s own boot= 
straps and obviously was ime- 
possible, I finally decided that she 
climbed the iron pipe and lifted 
the lid by its rim - despite the 
fact that the rim was pinched be= 
tween the can and the pipe, 

On several nights when I heard 
activity, I turned a large flash= 
light on the can, But, I had to open 
the screen door before aiming the 
flashlight, Since a raccoon has 
considerable sensitivity to the 
_Slightest noise, the Click of the

latch gave her warning, It meant 
that I had to shine the light up a 
nearby pine tree until I finally 
saw two lights shining back at 
me - the reflections in the 
raccoon’s eyes, 


One night in early August, I 
was exceptionally fast at opening 
the door and the flashlight beam 
struck quite a congregation of 
raccoons, The female stood by the 
can and arranged around her were 
six half-grown raccoons, Within 
seconds, all had disappeared into 
the nearby weeds, 

Six half-grown young is quite a 
record for a raccoon mother, She 
has but six faucets in her dairy 
department, Raccoons seldom, if 
ever, have more than seven seven 
young and the total score usually 
starts out at fewer than six, That 
she had brought six to half-growth 
probably was a tribute to her 
motherly instincts and my indif- 
ference, Between us, we had made 
good use of garbage, 

What starts out well for raccoons 
sometimes ends badly, The garbage 
can lid has been removed less fre= 
quently in recent days, At least two 
adult raccoons have been shot in 
the neighborhood since the night 
that my flashlight caught a whole 
family, Probably one of them was 
the mother of that brood, One of 
them was shot while pulling ‘a 
chicken out of a coop, The other 
was rifling a garbage can, 

While one regrets to hear of 
the death of an acquaintance that 
ate from the same table - once 
removed - it is apparent from all 
the reports, plus actual sightings, 
of raccoons in the neighborhood 
that the current population 
explosion has produced a reliable 
supply, There must be far too 
many raccoons = so many that the 
grim, lean days of winter must thin 
them,

Good Luck Students 


As thousands of young people head back to school in 
the days and weeks ahead, we wish them success in their 


educational endeavors. 

Diligence is necessary on the part of the many young 
people who will be attending classes from the smallest 
kindergarten pupil to the doctoral candidate. 

America, more than ever before, is dependent on its 
young in these precocious times. 

Education today is a necessity, if this country is to 
continue to move forward. The sophisticated forms of 
learning offered to the young today far differ from those of 
years ago. To the student, the daily classroom routine 
may seem a bore at times, but each minute has meaning. 

These are the times for the student when preparation 
for future life is so important. In an age when times are 
in constant change, one must be aware of the different 
attitudes, varying approaches, and changing social 
climate. 

In the course of study, a student will learn of the 
nation’s history — a look at the past. He will also find 
that studying mathematics is not like it used to be and 


Good Teachers 


The school department is to be congratulated in obtain- 
ing what appears to be a fine group of new teachers for 
the new school year. 

During the past several months, administrators have 
been screening candidates to fill vacancies caused by 
resignations as well as filling posts for the soon to open 
Bancroft School. 

Filling educational positions in this day and age is not 
an easy task. Teachers are in demand and can find re- 
warding positions wherever they so desire. 

With the advent of collective bargaining, teacher groups, 
by whatever name they may be called, have made the 
hiring of new educational personnel in some systems quite 
difficult. 

Here in Andover, the administration appears to have 
obtained several new teachers with exceptional talent. An 
examination of the past experience of the candidates 
elected this week, shows that the town’s school system 
will be receiving some capable people. 

This bodes well for the town’s educational system. It 
also shows that the administration, with the approval of 
the school committee searched arduously to maintain the 
town’s high level of educational opportunity for its young 
people. 

It is also a credit to the Andover Education Association, 
which represents the teachers in collective bargaining 
sessions. A contract was signed Tuesday night noting 
agreement on a new contract between the school com- 
mittee, representing the town, and the teachers. 

The contract was difficult to come by, but long hours of 
negotiation between the town and the teachers has paid 
off. The agreeable settlement allowed the school pro- 
cesses to continue unblemished by unfortunate publicity 
which is accompanying teacher-town talks in other com- 
munities, : 

It is well for the professional educator to be recognized. 
He is a responsible, learned person whose endeavors must 
be rewarded as long as he continues to keep up with 
modern educational methods. 

For this he is rewarded. His continued education does 
not go unrecognized. 

Amicable agreement between administration and person- 
nel only leads to a better school system. 

This appears to be the case in Andover. Not only is the 
rate of transfers to other systems low, but the quality of 
those coming to the system remains high. 

This week, two persons with credits approaching doctor- 
ate degrees were hired. Many of the new teachers have 
master’s degrees. It is the aim of both the teachers group 
and the administration to have all professional personnel 
hold master’s degrees by 1972. 

This can only lead to a better school system and better 
education for the youth of this community.

Pipelines Proposed For Waste 


Why use rivers to transport 
waste to the ocean? 

Maybe there’s a better method, 

Waste pipelines to the oceanare 
proposed by Norman H, Brooks, 
Professor of Civil Engineering at 
the California Institute of Tech=- 
nology, Writing in the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology mag= 
azine **Technology Review,’’ 
Brooks says, *‘We should build 
long pipelines totake certain waste 
substances directly to the sea with= 
out depending on the rivers for 
dilution and transport . .. We 
should not necessarily assume that 
we are going to use fresh water 
rivers flows for diluation of waste, 
when the real problem is to get 
wastes to the ocean,”” 

Brooks points out that we really 
have plenty of water for drink-= 
ing and for industrial use: the 
problem is having enough water 
for both direct use and simply 
moving wastes to the ocean, Water 
which moves wastes to the ocean 
becomes unusable for home and 
factories, fishing and recreation 
in direct proportion to its use 
as a mere waste conveyor, 

Waste treatment plants could 
concentrate the wastes, so that 


the pipelines would carry a 
relatively small volume and much 
of the water could be reclaimed 
for further use, 

Brooks comments, ‘*You may 
think it is not right to put all that 
waste into the ocean, but I remind 
you that you cannot make waste 
disappear; you have to put it some= 
where, Do you want to burn it 
and put it into the atmosphere? 
Or perhaps we can spend more 
money and reclaim some ele= 
ments for reuse, But you must 
make a choice,”* 


Is this idea really practical? 
How could we keep the concen= 
trated pollution away from the 
shores? What about pollution of the 
ocean? Even the ocean is not big 
enough to absorb any pollution we 
want to toss in: scientists believe 
pesticides are already affecting 
ocean life, 


Could the nutrients from sewage 
wastes be used to feed offshore 
fish? Perhaps sewage wastes could 
be sent to the ocean by pipeline 
and dangerous chemical and in= 
dustrial wastes could be reclaimed 
for reuse, 

Ultimately, whatever man uses 


must be recycled, either by man’s 
reclamation or nature’s reclama- 
tion, If we overtax the ocean’s 
reclamation system, it will spell 
disaster for mankind, 


Oceanographer John Van Leer, 
who did a pollution study for the 
Nahant Conservation Commission 
points out the difficulty of getting 
pollution to go where you want it, 
“If you toss three bottles into the 
ocean at Nahant, one may end up in 
Marblehead, one may end up in 
England, and one may end up in 
Africa, There’s a lot we don't 
know about currents, We'd better 
know more before we use the ocean 
for indiscriminate dumping, One 
thing you'd have to guard against 
is creating a sedimentation sink, 
if a natural ocean basin tended 
to catch the waste and fill up one 
part of the ocean with layers and 
layers of pollutants,”* 


The pipeline idea is one that 
deserves serious study and con- 
sideration as a possible practical 
means of reducing river pollution, 
However, we'd better enlist the 
help of the oceanographers to make 
sure we don’t solve one problem 
by creating two,
